We  are  writing  to  request  that  the  Petition 
heretofore  filed  with  The  Board  of  Works  by  Brotherhood 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  which  Petition  calls  for

Since  its  dedication,  Rupp 
Drive  has  not  been  accepted  for  perpetual  maintenance 
by  the  City.  The  vacation  and  rededication  of  Rupp  Drive 
is  only  one  step  toward  the  ultimate  acceptance  by  the 
City.  There  remains  the  conducting  of  certain  tests  to 
determine  the  depth  and  character  of  the  subgrade,  subbase, 
base  and  surface  of  this  street.  This  situation  was 
originally  created  through  the  failure  of  the  developer 
to  submit  to  the  board  plans  showing  the  details  of  the 
construction  of  these  streets  before  their  actual  con- 
struction, as  well  as  his  failure  to  make  certain  that 
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city  requirements  and  inspections  were  satisfied.  Addi- 
tionally, the  developer  then  caused  a survey  to  be  made 
of  the  completed  street,  which  survey  was  erroneous  and 
inaccurate  and  led  to  the  dedication  of  Rupp  Drive  by 
erroneous  description.  All  these  circumstances  has 
caused  your  Petitioner  considerable  time  and  expense. 

In  the  hopes  that  it  will  expedite  this  matter, 
we  enclose  a plat  by  a registered  land  surveyor  showing 
the  correct  dimensions  of  Rupp  Drive.  This  plat  is 
submitted  for  the  purpose  of  showing  for  the  record  that 
Rupp  Drive  is  in  fact  constructed  within  the  area  which 
your  Petitioner  proposes  to  dedicate  to  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  upon  the  granting  of  its  Petition  herein. 

We  appreciate  your  consideration  and  attention 
in  this  matter.
